Prime Minister Hatoyama 
personally explained the gist of 
the message at the Joint Decla- 
ration Special Committee. He ex- 
pressed the hope that all Japa- 
nese captives in the Soviet Un- 
ion would be repatriated before 
the end of the year. He said 
Japan would go ahead and make 
afrangements for assigning 
ships to bring the detainees 
back, ) 

Shigemitsu declared at the 
same committee meeting that 
Japan would not be violating 
the San Francisco Peace Trea- 
ty if it showd discuss in the 
future on the crucial territorial 
issue with the Soviet Union. 
But he said Japan should keep 
‘ the signatories of the treaty 
closely informed of develop- 
ments because this is an issue 
that affects their interests also. 
Justice Minister Ryozo Maki- 
no said at the same, committee 
that the public security organs 
would be fully reinforced on the 
occasion of the normalization 
of relations between Japan and 
the Soviet Union.

INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION 
OF CONTEMPORARY ARTS. At 
Takashimaya Department Store, 
8th floor. Ginza Street. Through 
Nov. 25. 


The work that is accorded the 
place of honor in any exhibition 
(center of focal wall, largest 
gallery) will usually reveal the 
aesthetic attitude of the plan- 
ners, if not of the majority of 
the artists represented. We 
might, therefore, begin our tour 
of an international art scene in 
Tokyo by taking our stand be- 
fore the largest and most cen- 
trally placed painting. 

This is a work by Sam Fran- 
cis, a young American now ac- 
tive in Paris, and it is simply 
entitled “Whiteness.” What you 
see is just that—whiteness. 
Well, perhaps your sharp eyes 
will see the palest of gray mot- 


‘tling over a creamy-white sur- 


face, somewhat like a freshly 


plastered wall that is still damp 
‘and splotchy. 


If you keep look- 
ing, you may “think yourself” 
into seeing more. As tor me, 
I'll have the courage of the little 
child who shouted that the em- 
peror had no clothes on at all. 


Yes, before this white wall I 
do recall Leonardo da _ Vinci’s 
dictum about the suggestibility 
and fantasy that may be drawn 
from a crumbling old wall ‘sur- 
face. There are marvelously 
picturesque walls in Tokyo, just 
as there are in Italy and in 
Paris. [I know of one that is 
like a fairyland meadow in ear- 
ly spring, crowded with white 
daisies amidst delicate green 
grasses, all sprinkled with 
golden sunlight.. That this hap- 
pens to be a section of wall next 
to a wash basin in a lavatory 
does not alter its breath-taking 
beauty. Leonardo knew that 
the best walls for visions had to 
be dirty, mouldy and crumbling. 


_But Leonardo started from 
that point, while many of the 
artists now want to end there. 
Their goal is a surface of mot- 
tled: colors or textures, a net- 
work created by pigments on a 
canvas that appears like a seg- 
ment cut from an endless bolt 


of artistic fabric. And many of 


these paintings could well serve 
as textile designs for fine silks 
or linen draperies. For further 
inspiration I might suggest that 
just as stimulating as crumbling 
walls are the colors and textures 
of oil on a city pavement, sand 
and pebbles on a seashore, the 
bark of certain old trees, the 
geological layers of a cliff, etc., 
etc. And, of course, there is now

the new magic revealed by the 
microscope. 


The wondrous beauty of such 
“formless” effects in nature is 
an endless delight. 
should be more legitimate for a 
modern painter to attempt to 
capture “formlessness” than it 
is to copy clear forms in nature 
is beycnd my comprehension. 
Anyway, here is the line of 
cleavage between the three 
‘schools” that are included in 
the present exhibition. 


The distinction, not too sharp- 
ly marked in some cases, lies 
in the artist’s predilection for 
geometric shapes (“Abstract-Ex- 
pressionism” or “L’Espace”); 
for fantastically joined recogniz- 
able forms (Surrealism); or for 
blurred and commingled, spotty 
or grainy formlessness (“Infor- 
mel”). There are also calligra- 
phic, satiric, and sculpturesque 
forms that do not fit clearly into 
any of these categories. 


I may have started out on a 
facetious note, but in the end 
this survey of modern art prac- 
tice leaves me very worried and 
depressed. It is a rather serious 
matter that the creative imagi- 
nation should have become s0 
thin. Or, to revert to the earlier 
image of the unclothed emperor, 
that all the other courtiers in 
the parade should also be clad 
only in old and threadbare gar- 
ments, 


It may well be asked, at this 
point, whether these 80 or so 
works of art, assembled in Paris 
and sent to Japan for this show, 
are really representative of Eu- 
ropean and American art of to- 
day. The omission of several 
countries and of many outstand- 
ing names would indicate that 
this is more likely a haphazard 


gathering of internationalism 
as it was available in Paris 
at some moment. Several

er, Calder sent two paintings 
that are far inferior to hig mo- 
biles, so that he left the latter 
field wide open for two fine 
Japanese examples in this genre. 
The calligraphic scribbles of de 
Kooning or Mathieu are “hm, 
not bad,” yet they can be out- 
matched by a dozen Japanese 
artists who are entirely at home 
in this manner. 

Artists in Japan are always 
feverishly eager to see how they 


compare with their Western col- 


leagues. If it affords them any 
satisfaction, they may now con- 
sider themselves as _ having 
reached the same level. Com- 
parisons of this kind are rather 
odious, but in several instances 
they are almost forcibly visible, 
when idea, technique, and man- 
nerisms coincide. Only in the 
surrealist realm do the Japanese 
lag behind, since their preoc- 
cupation with subconscious and 
visionary elements does not 


readily express itself in. the 
paradoxically realistic forms of 
Dali’s followers. 

In fragments and details there 
are many bits that are arresting 
and seductive in this exhibition 
which confronts contentporary 
artists in two hemispheres. My 
footsteps lingered and returned 
to the work by Vieira da Silva, 
Hartung, Lam, Seligmann, Wou- 
ki, Matta, Vasarely, several 
Japanese painters and print- 
makers, and a few pieces of 
sculpture. But there is no sin- 
gle work that stands vastly 
higher than its surroundings, 

I am not asking for novelty 
or for the opening of new paths; 
this may be the time to stand 
still, after the turmoil of the 
past half century.» Any work 
of any “form” or “formlessness” 
will do,.providing it is vital 
within itself and rich enough to 
hold the attention for more than 
the five minutes needed to gob- 
ble up most of the flimsy con- 
structions of such art,

TADC’s ‘The Happy T ime? 
Cast and Performed Well 


The Tokyo Amateur Dramatic 
Club’s presentation of Samuel 
Taylor’s “The Happy Time,” 
which has its third and last 
performance tonight at the Im- 
perial Hotel Theatre from 8 p.m., 
is one of their happiest ventures. 

Directed by George Furness, 
this comedy of middle-class 
home life which owes some of 
its charm to both “Ah, Wilder- 
ness” and “I Remember Mama,” 
is given an’*extremely smooth 
and effective staging which gets 
all the humor from the play 
and most of its homely warmth. 

The cast is quite good ,and, 
apparently having as much fun 
as the audience, give very na- 
tural performances which end 
up making you forget that they 
are amateurs—which is just 
about the highest praise an 
amateur cast can receive. 

Particularly fine is Helen Me- 
Alpine as the mother who with 
a really fine sense of timing 
makes those scenes in which 
she appears move at a very pro- 
fessional tempo. Also excellent 
are John Besford as the gentle, 
violin-playing father, Brian 
Moore as the fast-living young- 
er brother and Ian Farquhar- 
son-Keith as the toping elder 
brother. 


Clara Bethel’s Mignonette is 
charmingly realized and John 
Holland as the grandfather is 
.quite funny in the funny parts 
and manages to make his more 
sententious lines at least amus- 
ing. ate Schlepp as the top- 
ing uncle’s wife gives a very 
sharp reading rendered all the 
more funny by a nearly perfect 
costume, all black gauze, pin- 
cushions and hair-nets. 

Mary Jo Giuli is properly 
disturbed as the next door girl 
with braces on her teeth, and 
George Elshove is a formidable 
doctor, while Stanley Brown as 
the school principal is quite con- 
vincingly repulsive. Wayne 
Schlepp as the _ prospective 
bridegroom has one of the fun- 
niest scenes in the play when 
he confronts his father-in-law, 
the drinking uncle, and carries 
it off beautifully. 

The whole play descends 
eventually on, the shoulders of 
Bill Morris, a boy who 1o00Ks 
about 12 or 14 and who must 
carry it all by himself for long 
stretches at a time. He does 
so extremely well with none 
of the pre-adolescent hamming 
that one often sees in children 
on the stage and with a more 
than occasional real feeling for 
the play itself. 


Finally one should mention 


the extremely gooi 1920 period 
settings done by William Shrau- 
ger, good in that with a bare 
minimum of furniture the era 
itself in all its awfulness is fully 
recaptured, and credit must be 
given the anonymous person 
who chose the pianola music, 
and whose choice was inspired.

World Fair 
Pavilion 


Japan will start building a 
“Japanese Pavilion” in Brussels 
next year in preparation for the 
29th World Fair to be held in 
the Belgian capital in 1958. 


The World’s Fair, which has 
a century-long tradition since 
the first exhibition was held in 
London in the middle part of 
the 19th century, will be parti- 
ci: ated in by countries, includ- 
ing Britain, the United States 
and Soviet Russia. 


The Japanese Pavilion in 
Brussels will be designed by 
Kunio.

At the World’s Fair in Paris, 
Japan won the Grand Prize in 
architecture for its pavilion. 

A special attraction will be a 
replica of a Japanese teahouse 
from where a rock garden with 
stepping stones leading to a 
miniature hill can be viewed. 
.The moss-covered mounds and 
stone lanterns are a marked fea- 
ture of a Japanese garden. 

Japan, which will spend 
about ¥370,000,000 for the fair, 
will not permit participation of 
individual merchants and firms 
in the exhibition. The Ministry 
of International Trade and In- 
dustry will subject all goods to 
be exhi.ited to a rigid inspec- 
tion in view of the incident at 
the Peiping Fair.

Burmese Mission Coming 
To Discuss Cooperation 


By MITSURU YAMAMOTO 


A three-man Burmese mission 
headed by Minister of Industry 
Khin Maung will arrive here 
Friday on a three-week visit to 
thrash out with the Japanese 
Government problems blocking 
economic cooperation between 
the two countries under the re- 
parations and economic tie-up 
accord signed last year. 

Not one case of cooperation 
has materialized since the pact 
took effect a year and a half 
ago. 

The pact calls for joint eco- 
nomic projects between Japa- 
nese nationals or corporations 
and the Burmese Government 
or nationals, with the Japanese 
side investing an average of $5,- 
000,000 a year in goods or serv- 
ices over a 10-year period, 


Lack of Agreement 

Talks have been on for spin- 
ning, automobile, fertilizer, bam- 
boo-pulp and paper industries 
for Burma, Talks on spinning 
and automobile industries have 
progressed furthest, but no 
agreement has been achieved, 

Reports say the Rangoon 
Government is getting impa- 
tient and will prod Tokyo for 
definite action. 


Rangoon has, among others, 
a plan for three spinning mills 
of 20,000 spindles and 200 looms 
each—two mills to be set up 
in the capital, one in Minjan. 
Two Japanese corporations have 
Offered to participate in the 
project. They are the Dai Nip- 
pon ‘Spinning Co. Ltd. and 
Ishikawa Works. 


One big catch in the talks on 
the spinning mill project is that 
the Japanese side wants the pro- 
jected joint company to pay in- 
terest on loans from Japan’s 
Export-Import Bank and the 
premium on the Japanese Over- 
seas Investment Insurance in 


case the Japanese side borrows 
from the LExport-Import Bank 
and uses the insurance. Ran- 
goon says the Japanese side 
should pay these expenses, al- 
though it will consider the re- 
mission of the income tax. 


Catch No, 2 is that the Japa- 
nese side wants to use its share 
of the joint company’s capital 
stock as security for loans 
which it may raise in Japan. 
Burma says no. Catch No, 3 
is that, Burma being under a 
Socialist regime, the Japanese 
side thinks eventual price con- 
trol in that country a foregone 
conclusion and wants a Ran- 
goon guarantee on the Japanese 
share of the profit. Rangoon 
dismisses such apprehension as 
needless. 

Rather than set up three mills 
at one time, the Japanese side 
would have just one to start 
with and see about the avail- 
ability of funds in Japan, about 
Burmese demand for the mill’s 
products and about the avail- 
ability of raw cotton. Burma 
wants three all at once.

U.S. Plans 1957 Quota 


For Woolen Imports 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—Importers and dealers in 
woolen fabrics Monday were 
asked by the State Department 
to express their views on a new 
woolen fabric import quota to 
be set for 1957. . 

The quota for the last three 
months of 1956 is 3.5 million 
pounds. 

The State Department said in- 
terested parties should submit 
letters or briefs by Dec. 10 on 
the new quota, which will be 
based on U.S, fabric production 
over the last three years. 

The statement said quarterly 
allocation of the import quota 
for 1957 on a global basis in- 
stead of broken down by coun- 
tries “may have more merits 
than the proposed country al- 
locations.” 

It said this would lead to 
more orderly marketing than 
would be possible with annual 
quotas and may be helpful to 
importers and domestic users 
without affecting the competi- 
tive position of various sup- 
pliers.

The four opposing offices are 
reported to be _ particularly 
critical of Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono’s introduc.

this month of a draft plan for 
the acceptance of surplus farm 
products from America. 


Kono’s action, taken while 
the Ministries concerned had 
not yet agreed on the wheat 
import issue, was regarded as 
damaging to the current Japan- 
Australia trade negotiations. 

Kono’s draft plan was sub- 
mitted to Gwinn Garnett, visit- 
ing Administrator of the For 
eign Agriculture Service of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 

Under the plan, Japan’s im- 
port of ordinary wheat from 
America next year would be 
cut to 550,000 tons from this 
year’s 750,000 tons, but wheat 
to be included in the third con- 
signment of U.S. surplus farm 
goods would remain at 450,000 
tons, or the same as this year. 

The four opposing Govern- 
ment offices have been saying, 
however, that Japan should im- 
port 400,000 tons of wheat from 
Australia by reducing the im- 
port of American wheat in the 
surplus American farm prod- 
ucts. 

Officials of the four offices 
have declared that Japan must 
import wheat from Australia in 
order to increase its exports to 
that country.

Anglo-Japanese Negotiations 


The trade negotiations © be- 
tween Japan and Britain in Lon- 
don have ground to a halt on a, 
fundamental issue; whether 
Britain and the colonies will 
grant. Japanese imports non- 
discriminatory treatment. Until 
this question is resolved, agree- 
ment on other points cannot be 
reached, 


Put briefiy, Japan feels it has 
got little or nothing in return 
for trade concessions made last 
year to Britain; as a result of 
‘which British imports receive 
equal or better than equal 
treatment compared with com- 
modities from other countries, 
Japanese Case 


The Japanese argument runs 
like this: 

Under Britain’s open general 
license system, import quotas 
are set for various countries. 
British scheduled territories 
and OEEC countries are given 
preferential treatment with 
respect to these quotas. 
Soft-currency countries not in 
the sterling area come next. 
But Japan is last, in a special 
category of its own, Such na- 
tions as Korea and Taiwan are 
treated more favorably than 
Japan by the U.K. in accepting 
their exports. 

Thus, Japan should be grant- 
ed the same status as OEEC 
countries or, at least, the same 
as other soft-currency countries. 

Some European countries, for 
example Sweden and West Ger- 
many, have already accorded 
Japan virtually the same trade 
privileges given to OEEC na- 
tions—exempting only certain 
sensitive products which might 
injure young domestic indus- 
tries. 

Difficult Complication 

The Japanese demand is com- 
plicated by the fact that import 
policies are not’ uniform 
throughout the U.K. and colo- 
nies. East Africa, for example, 
discriminates more against 
Japanese imports than do other 
territories. In the course of 
the London negotiations this 
has raised the delicate question 
of exactly where the responsi- 
bility for formulating colonial 
trade policy lies—with London 
or with the territorial govern- 
ments, 

What is Japan prepared to 
offer Britain in exchange for 
this more favorable position? 
Nothing. It is felt that Japan 
granted Britain sufficient con. 
cessions last year and no more 
can be justified.

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Moscow and 


Disarmament 


There seems little doubt that a considerable measure of 
disarmament, if it were carried out in a proper and equable 
manner,. with adequate safeguards, could be 4 major con- 
tribution to the peace of the world. 

But Soviet Russia’s new disarmament proposals might 
be studied with greater confidence if it were not for the fact 
that Mr. Khrushchev is still denouncing the Western 
Powers in no uncertain terms. 


His latest diatribes caused the ambassadors of many 
naticrs to walk out of two Moscow receptions-on Saturday 


and Sunday nights. 


It is obvious that the Soviet attitude 


continues to be such as hardly to encourage other nations 
to disarm, and even if major disarmament measures could 


be agreed upon in the midst 


of the international tensions 


causea by that attitude it could not greatly improve the 


situation. 


One of Mr. Khrushchev’s latest statements is that if the 

_ Western Powers will withdraw their troops: from West 
Germany the Russians “will not stay one day in Poland, 
Hungary and Rumania.” Mr. Khrushchev must have made 
this statement with his tongue in his cheek, knowing full 
well that Britain, France and the United States could not 
leave Western Europe to a doubtful fate. The real thought 
of Moscow on this subject would seem to be indicated by 
the agreement announced on Sunday that the Soviet and 
Polish leaders had decided upon the “temporary” stationing 
of Soviet troops in Poland as “expedient in view of the in- 


ternational situation.” 


But to return to Moscow’s disarmament proposals. 
The Kremlin says it wants a Five-Power summit conference 
to discuss world disarmament and destruction of nuclear 
stockpiles and then, shortly after, discloses the detonation 
of another nuclear device duly hailed as a “success.” This 
is not the first time that Moscow has exploded a nuclear 
contrivance almost on the same occasion as it has made 


some proposition to other nations. 


Such a coincidence na- 


turally leads one to wonder if it is not all a part of the 


“cold war.” 


Not unnaturally the Western Powers tend to regard 
the Soviet note on disarmament as a “red herring” to divert 
attention from Moscow’s conduct in Hungary and as con- 
taining little new except what may be perhaps considered 
a iimited acceptance of President Eisenhower’s “open 
skies” plan for aerial inspection of military establishments.

Ang in this connection it may be emphasized that al- 
though disarmament on a large scale may be an aid to the 
preservation of peace it is by no means a complete 
guarantee. While it is true, perhaps, that swords may be 
beaten into ploughshares, we must not forget that plough- 
shares can also be beaten into swords. , 


What is most required is a greater will to peace but 


that is just where Soviet Russia offers no help. 


When 


Moscow talks about peace it means peace only on its own 
terms—terms which undoubtedly envisage Russian domina- 
tion over as much of the world as possible. This attitude 
is plainty revealed in a careful consideration of the recent 
course of events in Hungary and the Middle East. 

Until Moscow changes its policy in the socio-political 
sense it is difficult to accept its protestations about the de- 
Sirability of doing away with armed forces at their face 
value. -True disarmament must rest upon a firm basis of 


reasonable political agreement among the nations. 


If the 


“cold war’—people may be pardoned if they feel that the 
temperature of this has risen considerably of late—is to 
continue attempts at disarmament are not likely to produce

Under the circumstances, the Western Powers can

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TODAY AND TOMORROW 


The Atlantic alliance has 
been passing through a serious 
test which has made clearer 
than ever before its lasting 
strength and its present limita- 
tions. They might be summed 
up by saying that where the 
issue is national survival, the 
alliance is certain; where the 
issues are concerned only with 
national interests, there is not 
necessarily a common policy. 

Thus in the Middle East the 
British and the French nation- 
al interest is very much more 
important than the American. 
The allies were so little able to 
agree on a common policy that 
for a time they could not even 
consult. Yet, when the Soviet 
Union threatened Britain and 
France, this country stood up 
for them instantly and without 
hesitation, The allies could

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Temple Paving Stone 


The Zenyoji Temple at Koiwa, 
Edogawa,. Tokyo has a very 
strange tale. It happened more 
than 300 years ago when Priest 
Kenyu, a very learned and fa- 
mous Buddhist, was at the 
temple.

“I took a sickle and a pair 
of geta from the house at the 
end of the village, and then stole 
rice from the storehouse of the 
neighboring farmer,” he replied. 
“As I passed by the temple, I 
thought of stealing some valu- 
ables, and took, a candlestick 
and a Buddha Statue. I put 
them all in the bag. As I was 
hurrying down the steps, my 
feet stuck to this slab of stone, 
and I cannot remove my feet. 
Now I know I am punished by 
Buddha, Please let me go, as 
I promise never to steal again.” 

The priest lectured him on 
the crime of stealing, and said 
that Buddha was holding his 
feet fast to the stone to make 
him give up his bad habit. So 
saying the Priest entered the 
building, and prayed to Fudo 
for the sake of the thief. Where- 
upon the man’s feet became free, 
He then went around the houses 
which he had entered, and re- 
turned the goods he had taken. 


The same Fudo statue still 
stands at the temple, and the 
slab of stone which caught the 
thief is also kept within the 
temple compounds.

To 
ride those two horses is just 
what we have todo, It is our in- 
terest, it is our duty, and if one 
may uSe grandiose words, it is

We have not hanal- 
ed the Arab situation too intel- 
ligently, and if the Kremlin 
should move into the oil fields 
of Saudi Arabia and if the deci- 
sion were mine to make, I would 
use the atomic bomb to destroy 
those oil fie!ds.” 

Eisenhower picked up a steel 
paperweight from his desk. “Do 
you gentlemen realize,” he said, 
“that we cannot make one 
pound of steel without manga- 
nese? And one of the chief 
suppliers of manganese is In- 
dia.” 

High officials who have con- 
ferred at the White House in 
the last 10 days say that Ike 
today does not believe in using 
the same degree of force to pro- 
tect the Suez Canal. Certainly 
he would not use the A-bomb. 
Last week he sent strong mes- 
sages to Prime Minister Eden 
and Premier Mollet of France, 
urging that they accept a cease- 
fire in order to prevent any 
possible threat of Russian ag:

WASHINGTON—The Dwight 
D. Eisenhower the voters have 
elected President this year is in 
marked and significant ways a 
very- different :nan from the 
Dwight D. Sisenhower they 
elected in 1952. 


A man’s character does not 


change basically in later life, of 


course. But the Presidency 
leaves its mark on any man, 
and the Presidency—plus a 
heart attack and a grave opera- 
tion—have unquestionably left 
their mark on Eisenhower. 


“It seems a queer thing to 
say of a man in his sixties,” 
one Eisenhower intimate has 
remarked, “but the fact is that 
Ike has grown up.” It does not 
seem a strange thing to say. 
And yet it is true that, as a 
Civilian politician, Gen. Eisen- 
hower was hardly out of 
swaddling clothes in 1952, and 
even for some time thereafter. 


Moreover, he had won the 
nomination only by fighting a 
bitter battle with a powerful 
wing of his own party. These 
circumstances produced at the 
Same time a certain lack of seif- 
confidence, and a_ feeling of 
angry frustration, both charac- 
teristic of immaturity. 


The Eisenhower of 1952 had 
an exaggerated respect for the 
professional politicians, “In 
those days,” one who was with 
him recalls, “he was always 
asking for advice, and what’s 
more, he almost always took the 
advice. Take the time he drop- 
ped the tribute to Gen. Marshall 
out of his Milwaukee speech, 
He hated doing it, but he felt 
he had to do what the profes- 
sionals told him, because they 
were pros and he was not,”

only the European sector of 
NATO. Within the framework of 
NATO the defense of Europe is 
in a decisive measure dependent 
on American cooperation. For 
that reason, the military and 
political questions can be settl- 
ed only inadequately by WEU 
alone since they must be co- 
ordinated with the non-Euro- 
pean NATO members. 

All criticism voiced by the 
Parliament of WEU must tnere- 
fore remain more or less ineffec- 
tive since the non-European 
members, in particular the 
United States of America, are 
not represented. Tnis veing so 
it is not surprising that a sharp 
critic compared the functions of 
the WEU Parliament with those 
of the “Wailing Wall.” It is my 
belief that this situation would 
be considerably changed if the 
WEU Assembly were transform- 
ed into a NATO parliament. 

In our time every kind of de- 
fense policy, as envisaged by 
NATO, must have the support 
of the national parliaments and 
their representatives in the 
supra-national assemblies. A far 
more effective forum would be 
created if the parliamentarian 
representatives of the United 
States and Canada would parti- 
cipate. The personal contacts 
established between the repre- 
sentatives of the national parlia- 
ments have,: particularly in the 
Council of Europe, proved ex- 
tremely useful ties with regard 
to the common cause. Under- 
standing of the conceptions of 
the various NATO members 
would be greatly advanced 
if matters of common concern 
could be discussed with all 
NATO members within the 
framework of a consultative as- 
sembly. 

Undoubtedly such an assemb- 
ly would intensify cooperation 
between the North American 
Continent and Europe. Efforts 
in this direction have already 
been made ‘during the past 
years by a number of parlia- 
mentarians of NATO states. So 
far, they have found little res- 
ponse. They should be once 
more taken up energetically at 
the conference of NATO parlia- 
mentarians in November. It can 
be left to later discussions 
whether a NATO parliament 
should be set up in addition to, 
or instead of, the WEU As- 
sembly. 

In my opinion, however, ex- 
perience made with the WEU 
Assembly has taught that the 
establishment of a consultative 
assembly of NATO would be a 
useful and expedient measure.

He did blow up once, it 
seems, Over th2? cirrangements 
for the Gettysburg speech to 
the party faithful—the Presi- 
dent thought it was stupid to 
have his first big campaign 
speech a straight political ap- 
peal. But that was the only ex- 
plosion. And the calming of 
the Eisenhower spirit was only 
one of the several differences 
between the 1952 Eisenhower 
and the 1956 Eisenhower. 


The 1956 Eisenhower still lis- 
tened to advice because he is a 
believer in staff work, He relied 
particularly on Republican 
Chairman Leonard Hall and 
Chief of Staff Sherman Adams. 
But always, the final word was 
his, and no one thought of dis- 
puting it. 


His changed attitude toward 
his campaign speeches was typi- 
cal of the change in the man. As 
in 1952, his chief and practically 
his only speech-writer was the 
able Emmet Hughes. (Adlai Ste- 
venson had five first-rate profes- 
sional writers working on his 
speeches). In 1952, Eisenhower 
regarded himself primarily as 
an editor of the _ speeches 
Hughes prepared for him. 

® o . 

He has his own special edi- 
torial quirks—he dislikes certain 
words, notably the word “chal- 
lenge.” He is surprisingly pedan- 
tic about grammar, and he 
strongly resists using the first 
person singular. These editorial 
prejudices persisted in 1956, al- 
though the President was dis- 
tinctly less resistant to the first 
person, But in 1956, candidate 
Eisenhower was far less a sim- 
ple editor of his speeches, and 
far more the originator of his 
own campaign line. 


He would stride up and down 
his office, ticking off the points 
he wanted to make with his 
characteristic short, sharp ges- 
ture. Hughes and others, of 
course, proposed ideas of their 
own, but the Eisenhower im- 
print was far more indelibly 
fixed to his 1956 campaign than 
in 1952. 


Partly this was simply be- 


cause the 1956 Eisenhower is far | 


better informed than the 1952 
Eisenhower, who had _ great 
gaps in his knowledge, especial- 
ly in domestic matters. In the 
last four years, the President 
has acquired the habit of read- 
ing the newspapers much more 
carefully than previously—he 
even reads the letters to the 
editors, and often draws the at- 
tention of his staff to a letter 
that interests him, Far more 
important, of course, has been 
the hard educational process of 
the Presidency, the most diffi- 
cult cram course in the world. 
® > ° 

But most important of all, 
the experience of the Presidency 
has given the President’ convic- 
tions where before there were 
vague theories, and above all a 
confidence in himself as a poli- 
tical leader which was lacking 
four years ago. This is what 
is really new in “the new Eisen- 
hower.”
